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CONFERENCE RULES OF ORDER 

The Conference being duly Chartered and a body politic, as well 
as integral part of the Methodist Episcopal Church do hereby adopt 
the following rules and regulations for its government and delibera- 
tions : 

1. In all church matters and deliberations the Discipline of the 

church shall be the official guide, its interpretations subject to 
the decision of the General Conference. 

2. The hours of meeting and adjourning shall be from 8:30 A. M. 

to 12:30 P. M. The first half-hour for devotional exercises. 

3. District Superintendents shall provide pastors with the Statistical 

blanks before arriving at the seat of the Conference. Same 
to be properly filled out, from the regular Church record. 
These must be Reported the FIRST day to the Statistician and 
Treasurer. 

The morning of the 3rd day the names of the delinquents 
shall be called in "open conference". After which, any one 
failing to report must appear before the Conference and offer 
an apology. 

4. All committees, not otherwise provided for, shall be nominated 

by the District Superintendents in open conference. Any 
member for cause may be excused from serving on two or 
more committees at the same time. In appointing the Standing 
Committees, the District Superintendents are requested to see 
to it that every member is assigned to some one Committee. 

5. All resolutions, reports, etc., shall be submitted in writing, a copy 

of which shall be given to the Secretary. 

6. In making verbal reports of church work, in open conference, 

only World Service, Conversions and accessions, subscriptions 
to the Southwestern and Conference Claimants shall be re- 
ported. 

7. No member shall present charges against another member in open 

conference, without having previously notified the accused and 
his District Superintendent in writing. All such charges may 
be referred to a Select Committee. 

8. The President and Secretary of the Standing Committee re- 

presenting the several Boards, etc. of the church shall have 
full charge and preside in the anniversaries for said Departs 
ment. All matters pertaining to said Board shall be pre- 
sented to that committee for action. 

9. The Missionary Sermon shall be preached on the THIRD DAY 

at 3 P. M. The Preacher's Aid Society shall meet the SECOND 
DAY at 10:30 A. M. The Conference Board of Examiners 
shall arrange to examine all applicants the day before the 
Conference. Those otherwise qualified through attendance at 
the Summer Training, Grammar or any other schools will re- 
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port to the Board and Committee on Qualification meeting the 
requirements of the Discipline. Failing to do so, subjects the 
applicant to delay in qualifying. 

10. No member or those seeking membership shall absent himself 

from the Conference session, so as to delay the business of the 
same. Loitering around, arriving late as well as untidy appear- 
ance is un-Methodistical and will not be excused. Loud and 
useless conversation during the Conference session will not be 
permitted. 

11. Neely's, Cushing's and Smith's Parliamentary Practices shall be 

the guide in governing the Conference. 

12. Those receiving monies for Conference Beneficiaries MUST GIVE 

to the Secretary, a written receipt for the same, showing that 
the same was duly paid. The Secretary shall keep all such 
transactions in book form for future reference. 

13. The report of the Treasurer's shall be duly audited and same 

passed upon by the Conference, Board of Stewards, and 
Board of Home Missions, and any others holding funds for 
the Conference. 

14. The Conference duly recognizes approves and encourages the 

work of the Preacher's Aid Society and the Ministers' Wives 
Association and recommend them to the thoughtful care and 
support of every one. 

15. The Conference designates, Easter as World Service Rally Day; 

from April to May as Every Member Canvass; the week 
before Easter, as Clean Up week and the other established 
days as requested by the Boards of the Church. Pastors and 
church officials will observe these signal days and report con- 
cerning them. 

16. The Conference Post Master and Sexton shall be duly paid for 

the services rendered, and the Conference shall defray its own 
expenses either by free will offering or special taxation. 

17. The Journal as adopted shall be the OFFICIAL JOURNAL of 

the Conference, yet in cases where omissions are made, upon 
the testimony of competent witnesses, such omissions may be 
rectified or corrected in open conference. 

18. The Conference Secretary shall be the Custodian of the corporate 

seal, and all other documents pertaining to the Conference.

Thursday, October 23rd, 1930. 

The AFTERNOON SESSION OPENED at 2:30 p. m. Bishop 
Keeney, presiding. George W. Carter conducted the devotional exer- 
cises. The roll call of Hospital Funds was continued and completed.

THE QUESTION OF THE REDUCTION of the number of Dis- 
tricts in the Conference was presented by the Bishop, for considera- 
tion and vote. Jesse David read the act requesting the reduction. W. 
Scott Chinn led the discussion, against reduction. 
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The vote was taken which resulted in 18 for reduction and 44 
against, the necessary two-it hird votes of those present and voting. 
The Bishop announced that the number of Districts would remain as 
before.

THE SECOND DAY'S SESSION 

Natchitoches, La., October 24, 1930.

Order of the Day — World Service Hour. Dr. W. B. Hollinshead 

represented the World Service Commission. Before speaking, he asked 
for a five-minute season of prayer, which the conference granted, and 
everyone entered into with bowed heads. Bishop Keeny offered the 
prayer of consecration. 
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This special prayer service over, Dr. Hollinshead then presented 
in a signal and comprehensive manner the complete working program, 
and sought to encourage monthly contribution to the World Service 
office, rather than at any other time. He showed! the peculiar advan- 
tage to be gained by monthly or weekly giving and what it meant 
in every way both to the Home Office and in creating the true spirit 
of attending to the business of GIVING to the church. 

By the use of well designed charts, he illustrated the work, and 
used the Baton Rouge District as a model and held it up as one 
worth following. Dr. Hollinshead told the World Service story with 
telling effect, and gave a new setting to the same which added new 
strength and courage to the cause. 

At his request, a representative was selected from each District 
to work with him and draw up a plan for bringing up the small de- 
ficit, $1,299, for 1930, necessary to bring the Conference up to last 
year's giving. 

Committee— A. W. M. Obee, T. R. W. Harris, J. E. Rolax, W. H. 
Lang, G C. Hay ward, J. L. Jackson, H. J. Williams. This Committee 
was instructed to co-operate with Dr. Hollinshead and report the 
same before adjournment. Upon motion of W. Scott Chinn, duly 
seconded, a rising vote of thanks was extended Dr. Hollinshead for 
his visit and the fine presentation given the Conference. Bishop 
Keeny also spoke, commending the address and presentation of Dr. 
Hollinshead, and urged upon the Conference rallying to the call. He 
praised the recent giving of the South Carolina Conference, which 
amounted to $7,000 to meet the challenge and rally to the ringing 
call made for World Service. 

Upon motion of T. A. Brown, duly seconded, the Board of Stew- 
ards and Conference Treasurer were authorized to hold in reserve a 
minimum amount of the funds on hand to meet emergency cases 
happening during the year, same to be distributed as such, subject to 
the approval of the Board of Stewards, and in co-operation with the 
Preacher's Aid Society. 

The amount, reported in hand for this speical fund, $123.12, and 
the Preacher's Aid Society, $126.50 to be applied as directed. 

Adjournment, announcements and benediction by Dr. Hollinshead. 

AFTERNOON SESSION— 2:30 P. M. 

The afternoon session convened at 2:30 p. m., Bishop Keeney, 
presiding. T. B. Cooper and T. P. Norris conducted the devotional 
exercises. J. C. Calvin reported the work of the Shreveport Dis- 
trict; Jesse David, the work of the New Orleans District}. The 
LeTeche District had previously reported. Each District Superintend- 
ent presented his work in a fine way and told of what progress had 
been made and of the outlook for another year's work. 
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Publishing Conferee Journal— The Secretary called attention 
to the printing of the Conference Journal for the last year's session 
also the present session. He explained the failure for printing the 
same, owing to lack of money and the misplacement of the copy given 
the Printer, which delayed the printing. Several commented on the 
same, after which by* motion of J. W. E. Bowen, Jr., duly seconded 
by Arthur W. M. Obee, the Conference voted to collect the money 
for printing the Jo urnal at once. 

The roll was called and each District reported, turning over the 
amount so collected to Jesse David, who was elected Treasurer with the 
District Superintendents, Secretary and other Conference offices as 
Publishers— including W. C. Haywood and C. S. Stanley.

Presentation of Visitors. Dr. E. O. Kreige, president of New 
Orleans University, was introduced and told of the work of the Uni- 
versity and its attendance, despite the general financial depression 
prevalent over the state and elsewhere. Capt. H. W. Knight, dean 
of the Flint Goodridge Hospital, spoke and told of the work of the 
Hospital and the place that it occupied in the life of the people. 
Dr. A. L. Grey of India, a returned Missionary, was introduced, and 
spoke feelingly and effectively of India and the work of himself and 
wife covering a period of 26 years and how through prayer, what 
had been accomplished. The hour for the Evangelistic service having 
arrived, the time was extended, and Dr. Grey continued a recital of 
his experiences in the Missionary work of helping to save India. At 
the close the Conference sang "Hark, the Voice of Jesus Is Calling," 
with effect. 

Dr. A. R. Howard, representing the Board of Temperance, Pro- 
hibition and Pubic Morals, spoke and told of the fine work in Tem- 
perance and Prohibition being done by the Board, and called for 
support, moral and financially, "to carry on." Dr. H. C. Sidel, 
superintendent Sager-Brown Orphanage, Baldwin, La., was introduced 
and told of the Orphanage and its objects, aims and purposes, also 
invited every one to visit the same and to send the orphans there. 
Dr. F. R. Butler, representing the Epworth League Division of the 
Board of Education was introduced and spoke of that work and 
the number of Institutes held and the enrollment of young people 
for life service and other endeavors of the church. Each speaker 
brought a message of cheer and hope and inspired the Conference 
greatly. Announcements. Benediction by the Bishop. 

THIRD DAY'S SESSION 

Natchitoches, La., October 25, 1930. 



The third day's session convened at 8:30 a. m., Bishop F. T. 
Keeney, presiding. The morning's message consisted of the address 
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to the class for admission into full membership by the Bishop, with 
helpful and sundry suggestions on the work and character of the 
Methodist Ministry. The class consisted of Lee V. Blount, John D. 
McCrory, Reuben T. Franklin and Esau J. Butler. 

The Journal of the second day's session was read and adopted. 
H. L. Clark completed the Course of Study and graduated. W. H. 
Harrison was elected to Deacon's Orders. E. H. Langston was lo- 
cated. S. P. Branch's relation changed from supernnumerary to re- 
tired. W. R. London was requested to locate, also Peter LeBan upon 
recommendation of the Committee on Conference Relation. 

Upon motion of W. G. Alston, duly seconded, Warren G. Sartor 
was recommended to the Atlanta Conference for Admission on Trial 
and Ordination to Deacon's Orders and with the request that he again 
be transferred to the Louisiana Conference. 

D. S. Sloan was granted the retired relation also D. G. Taylor, 
with recommendation for consideration to the Board of Stewards.

And knowing that want 
and care awaits every one living long enough, who are serving in 
the noble cause of helping Christ to build His Kingdom on earth 
and in the hearts of men. Many of whom do not receive anything 
like an adequate support for themselves nor their loved ones, thus 
working a double hardship upon these "soldiers of Jesus Christ." 

BE IT RESOLVED, That we do hereby pledge ourselves to 
properly organize and carry forward the plan of the Pension and 
Relief Committee of this Conference to the end that every charge 
will give liberally toward this fund, and that the same be given the 
right of way in our annual giving. 

Resolved, that there will be a representative on each District, 
and that a time be fb&ed at each District Conference to be known 
as Conference Claimant Night, when a special program will be ren- 
dered and a District offering be taken, giving proper vouchers and 
credit for the same. 
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Resolved, that the proposed plan offered by W. Scott Chinn and 
others herein mentioned be adopted and carried out seeking to build 
a fund for the aid and relief of all the members of the Conference, 
their families, when in need, whether in sickness, death or accident. 

Further Resolved, that an effort be made to get those now de- 
pendants to help by giving such amount as they are able; that en- 
couragement and support be given the Ministers' Wives in their effort 
to build a fund, and that a direct appeal be made to the laymen 
throughout the Church to rally to the call for this fund and that 
whatever amount is given will be credited to such church as the 
"giver may designate."

C. S. Stanley spoke of the work of the Board of Conference 
Examiners and called attention to the Summer School of Theology 
and the new arrangements, so as to help the undergraduates to meet 
the requirements and thus better prepare to do the work required 
of every pastor.

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ANNUAL MEETING— Preacher's Aid Society 

Natchitoches, La., 
October 25, 1930. 

THE PRECAHER'S AID SOCIETY, met at 11 a. m., W. H. 
Lang, presiding, assisted by Bishop Keeney. The roll was called and 
annual dues collected, amounting to $89. The Executive Committee, 
through W. Scott Chinn, chairman, reported the amount of loans 
outstanding and called attention to the Conference action with regard 
to raising additional money to help all of the members. 

The Plan as adopted by the Conference was considered and 
adopted, which called for District Rallies for Conference Claimants 
and the seeking of gifts from other sources during the year. 

Bishop Keeney, spoke of the work of his Conference in providing 
$500,000.00 for their retired and dependant ones, and commended the 
effort to create such a fund by the Preacher's Aid Society and the 
Conference at large. 

M. R. Walker, Treasurer, made his annual report, which showed 
$159 out in loans. Peter Gaskins was allowed to pay the interest on 
his loan, of $100 made three years ago. Others renewed their loan 
for a period of 60 to 90 days with interest. 

Owing to the condition which required immediate relief, addi- 
tional loans amounting to $49 was made to the members, as well as 
gifts, amounting to $10 to Mrs. L. C. Thomas, and Wm. Emmette. 

The Secretary, A. W. M. Obee was instructed to notify every 
one, owing the Society when their note was due and draw on them 
for the same. Failing to pay, that they would be disqualified for 
further consideration by the Society. 

It was voted to create a District Organization to help work out 
a program and aid in raising money to build a permanent fund. 
Support was also given to the idea of enlisting the help of the wo- 
men and laymen in this direction. 

Dr. S. H. Sweeney, spoke of the work and showed the urgent 
need of something being done, to help the ministers and to provide 
for the time of need for every ministers and his family, as the years 
go by. W. Scott Chinn, was authorized and instructed to communi- 
cate with the District Superintendents in building their several Dis- 
trict Conference Programs, and to arrange for an hour when the 
Society would be heard and the caused presented. The District 
Representative would serve as Chairman of said rally.

The President was instructed to co-operate with the District 
superintendents and to help carry on the work as outlined, with the 
request that the several members of the Board of Control, assist in 
the work upon their several Districts.

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CHARTER OF THE LOUISIANA ANNUAL CONFER- 
ENCE OF THE METHODIST ESPOCIAL CHURCH 
IN THE UNITED STATES OF AMERICA 

United States of America, State of Louisiana, Parish of Orleans, 
City of New Orleans, Be it known, That on this 24th day of January, 
in the year of our Lord, one thousand, nine hundred and eleven, and 
of the Independence of the United States, the one hundred and thirty- 
fifth, before me, Gabriel Fernandez, Jr., a notary public, in and for 
the Parish of Orleans, duly commissioned and qualified and in the 
presence of the witnesses hereinfater named and undersigned, personal- 
ly came and appeared, the several persons whose names are hereunto 
subscribed, who severally declared to me, notary, that availing them- 
selves of the laws of the State of Louisiana in such cases made and 
provided, they have covenanted and agree and bind themselves as well 
as all such other persons as may hereafter become associated with 
them, to form a corporation and body politic in law, for the purposes 
and objects, and under the articles and stipulations herein set forth. 

ARTICLE I — This corporation shall be known and styled as the 
Louisiana Annual Conference of the Methodist Episcopal Church, in 
the United States of America, and under its said corporate name shall 
have power and authority to enjoy succession for the period of ninety- 
nine years from the date hereof, unless dissolved according to law, to 
contract, sue and be sued, to make and use a corporate seal, and the 
same to alter or break at pleasure, to acquire and possess by any 
title whatever real and personal property and to dispose of same, as 
the interest and convenience of said corporation may require, to elect 
such officers and to make and establish such by-laws and rules and 
adopt such code of laws or constitution as they may see fit, not con- 
trary to the constitution or laws of the State of Louisiana or of the 
Methodist Episcopal Church in the United States of America, and the 
same to alter or amend as may be necessary or proper. 

ARTICLE II — The domicile of this corporation shall be the City 
of New Orleans, and all legal process shall be served upon the presi- 
dent of this corporation and in his absence or inability to act, upon 
the vice-president, and in his absence or inability of both of these 
officers, to act, upon the secretary, and in his absence upon the 
treasurer. 

ARTICLE III — The object and purposes for which this corpora- 
tion is established are hereby declared to be, for religious and edu- 
cational purposes and for the promotion of Christian instructon, the 
support of public worship, and the advancement of God's Kingdom 
among men, in accordance with the Articles of Religion and the Doc- 
trines and General Rules of the Discipline as set forth in the funda- 
mental la wor Constitution of the Methodist Episcopal Church in the 
United States of America. 

ARTICLE IV — The officers of this corporation shall consist of a 
president, a vice-president, a secretary, and a treasurer, one of whom 
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shall reside in the City of New Orleans, and such other assistant 
officers as this corporation may determine. The officers of this cor- 
poration shall be elected quadrenially by ballot on the third day of the 
assembling* of the annual conference. No person shall be elected 
to office who* is not a full member of the Annual Conference. A 
majority of the votes cast shall elect and the officers so elected shall 
hold office until their successors are elected and qualified. 

ARTICLE V — A Bishop shall preside in the Annual Conference; 
in case no Bishop is present, a member of the Conference appointed 
by the Bishop shall preside, but if no appointment is made, or the 
person appointed does not attend, the conference shall elect a presiding 
officer by ballot, from among the elders present and without debate. 

ARTICLE VI — The following persons shall compose the first 
officers of the corporation, to-wit: Rev. B. M. Hubbard, president; 
Rev. Valcour Chapman, Ph. C, vice-president; Rev. J. O. Richards, 
secretary; Rev. Hubbard Daniels, treasurer. A failure to hold an 
election at the time specified shall not act as a forefeiture of this 
charter. 

ARTICLE VII — Whenever this corporation is dissolved, either by 
limitation or otherwise, its affairs shall be liquidated under the super- 
vision of three liquidators appointed from among the members of the 
corporation at a meeting of the conference convened for that purpose. 
Said liquidators shall be chosen by a majority vote and shall remain 
in office until the affairs of the corporation shall have been fully 
liquidated and the amounts derived from the sale of such properties 
as this corporation may then own, shall after payment of its debts, 
be given to the Freedman's Aid Society of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church in the Uunited States of America, in the event of death or 
disability of one of the liquidators, the survivors shall continue to act. 

ARTICLE VIII — This charter may be altered or amended by a 
two-thirds vote of the members of the conference at any regular 
meeting of the Annual Conference. 

Thus done and passed at my office, at the City of New Orleans, 
on the day, month and year first above written, in the presence of 
Messrs. Rene C. Metoyer and John B. Hall, competent witnesses, 
residing in this city, who have hereunto signed their names together 
with the appearers and me, notary, after reading of the whole.
